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Pretoria lifts ban on ANC 



CAPE TOWN, Feb 2, (Agencies); President 
Frcderik de Klerk today lifted a 30-ytar ban 
od the African National Congress and 
ordered other far-reaching reforms that 
most conditions of the blade majority for 
negotiations on a political settlement to South 
Africa’s protracted racial conflict. 

De Klerk did not set a precise date for the 
release of blade nationalist leader Nelson 
Mandela from life imprisonment nor did he 
lift a three-year-old state of emergency in its 
entirety. But he said the emergency regula-

tions would be eased significantly and that 
Mandela’s release would occur “soon.” 

"We seem to be on the way to the new South 
Africa,** said Anglican Archbishop Demand 
Tutu, 1984 Nobel peace laureate and one of 
the world's most recognised leaders in the 
anti-apartheid movement. 

The measures represented the most sub- 
stantial racial reforms since the National 
Party won power in 1948 and erected the 
statutory discriminatory laws known as apar- 
theid that have left South Africa shunned by 


the world at Large. 

De Klerk announced his reform measures 
while spearing at the opening session of 
parliament. 

De Klerk declared the following: 

■ Jailed black nationalist leader Nelson 
Mandela to be freed soon. 

■ Lifting of 30-year-old bans on African 
National Congress, main organisation fight- 
ing white rule, and more radical pan African- 
ist congress. 

■ Lifting of 40-year-old ban on South 


African Communist Party. 

■ Lifting of restrictions c 
apartheid organisations including giant 
United Democratic Front coalition. 

■ Freeing of political prisoners. 

■ Lifting of emergency media censorship but 
formulation of new laws to restrict “visual 
material covering scenes of unrest.” Other 
longstanding laws re s t ri c tin g media r ep ortin g 
remain m force. 

■ Moratorium on hangings.

No room 
for talks 
on water: 
Turkey

TURKEY has rejected the idea 
of “mediation'’ in the Euphrates 
water dispute because the diver- 
sion of the river waters is a purely 
technical matter, high-level 
1 Turkish officials said. 

* Iraq had recently made con- 
' tacts with friendly Arab govern- 
ments to mediate on the issue. 

; Kuwait had announced its inten- 
tion to use its good offices and 
make con tacts to end the dispute. 

A Turkish official said; "There 
is no room for talks.” 

On Jan 13, Turkey diverted 
much of the Euphrates water to 
the gjant Ataturk Dam. Iraq and 
Syria have objected to the tem- 
porary diversion of the rivet 
waters, which the Turks say was 
needed to fill the Ataturk Dam. 
The diversion ends on Feb 13: 
Turkish Ambassador, to' 
Kuwait, Guner Oztek, commen- 
ting on the issue said: “The 
problem is purely technical, 
because of this technical nature, 
nobody can speak about media- 
tion," reiterated Oztek. 

Syria and Iraq have been 
clamouring for a reduction in the . 
duration to under 30 days. A 
high-level Turkish official said 
actually they needed 40 days to 
fill the dam but they had reduced 
the duration to an “absolute 
minimum" of 30 days. 

A further reduction, he said, 
was not possible. 

1 Before the diversion of waters 
began, Turkey, had tabled a. 
^three-stage plan for optimum, 
equitable, reasonable utilisation 
of waters of Tigres and 
Euphrates Basin,” an official 
source said.

Riyadh denounces terrorist act; manhunt on 


BANGKOK. Feb 2, (Agencies): 
Thai police investigating Thurs- 
day's fatal shooting of a Saudi 
diplomat and two embassy 
employees said today it was 
unlikely to have been politically 
motivated. 

Although information was 
sketchy, first indications were 
that the murders may have been 
the result of disputes over the 
employment ofThai labourers to 
work in Saudi Arabia. 

All three victims of the 
daylight shootings in a quiet 
southern Bangkok suburb 
worked in the consular section 
which arranges recruitment of 


thousands of Thais in labouring 
and service industry jobs. 

The second secretary in the 
consular section, Abdullah 
Abdel Rahman Al Basri, was 
shot dead outside his apartment 
block as he returned from work. 

At almost exactly the same 
time consider section staff mem- 
ber Fahd Abdullah Al Bahli and 
driver Ahmed Abdullah As Saif 
were shot as they arrived at the 
gate of Fahd's house less than 
one kilometre (half a mile) away. 

Police said at least two gun- 
men were involved. They quoted 
witnesses as saying one of the' 
gunmen appeared to be of Mid- 


GDR plan for 
German unity 

EAST BERLIN, Feb 2, (Reuter): 
East German Prime Minister Hans 
Modrow said yesterday the two Ger- 
man states should be reunited 
gradually in a federal state with its 
capital in Berlin. 

Modrow, a communist reformer, 
had softened his stance on German 
unification after talks with Soviet 
President Mikhail Gorbachev in 
Moscow earlier this week . 

But this was his clearest ack- 
nowledgement yet that unity seems 
inevitable. 

“Germany should again become 
one united fatherland for all citizens 
of the German nation." he said, lay- 
ing out a step-by-step plan to achieve 
this.

The LF, locked in savage battles with the troops of Christian General Michel Aoun, 
urged “rational" leaders to intervene to oust him. The appeal was notaddressed directly 
to Hirawi but political sources said it might be taken that way. 

“Stop this mass suicide," Maronite Christian church leader NasraUah Butros Sfeix 
pleaded over the radio. But a ceasefire he sought to arrange at 2 pm (1200 GMT) went 
unheeded. 

At least 113 people have been killed and 480 wounded since fighting flared on 
Wednesday after Aoun ordered the militia to lay down its arms. 

Aoun's regular army troops 
launched an offensive against LF 
positions at Nahr Al Mwat cros- 
sroads in preparation for an 
attack on LF headquarters at 
Karantina beside Beirut port, 
security sources said. 

Clouds of black smoke obs- 
cured the headquarters and 
much of East Beirut as the two 
sides fought with heavy artillery, 
tanks and multiple rocket-laun- 
chers. Shells feu at the rate of 
three a minute and scores of fires 
raged uncontrolled. 

Anguished parents went on 
the radio, begging LF leader 
Samir Geagea and Aoun to spare 
children trapped in shell-scarred 
schools. The international Com- 
mittee of the Red Cross also 
appealed in vain for a ceasefire. 

Shells crashed into apartment 
blocks, hospitals, churches and 
petrol stations, somecniptingin 
sheets of flame as fires spread to 
undermound storage tanks. 

“What have those innocent 
children ... done to be subjected 
to this terroiT' one East Beirut 
resident said on the radio. 

“We are ready to intervene ... 
militarily," Hirawi, a Christian, 
told French Radio from West 
Beirut.. “1 am waiting Tor an 
appeal from Geagea or from his 
people. If it's not tonight, it will 
be, tomorrow." 

Hirawi has been trying since 
his election last November to 
break Aoun's grip on the Chris- 
tian enclave. , 

The LF. previously allied with 
Aoun against any attack on the 
enclave, urged political and 
spiritual leaders to oust the gen- 
eral. 

In a news bulletin from its 
television station, it said they 
must take over to end Aoun's 
“suicidal war which has pushed 
society to the abyss, to quickly 
stop the bleeding and return 
authority to rational people." 

Political sources in West 
Beirut told Reuters Hirawi 's for- 
ces would intervene to help the 
LF if Geagea publicly declared 
his support for the Taif peace 
pact and his recognition ofHir- 
awi's government. 

The LF has not rejected out of 
hand the power-sharing pact 
which led to Hirawi’ s election. 
Aoun spurns it for failing to 
stipulate a withdrawal of Syria's 
40,000 troops from Lebanon. 

Reuter correspondents in the 
hills above Beirut said LF 
headquarters at Karantina, 
where Geagea ha$ his command 
post, was under siege from army 
positions in the heights of Beit 
Men. The LF returned fire from 
positions near the port of loufl- 
ieh. 

Every time a particularly fierce 
bombardment struck the LF 
headquarters, the militia replied 
by unleashing barrages from 24- 
tube rocket launchers.

"While expressing regret at this 
painful incident, the Saudi 
government ... calls on the Thai 
government to shoulder its full 
responsibilities as soon as possi- 
ble, uncover the criminal per- 
petrators and bring them to jus- 
tice."

Army is ready to 
crush Kosovo riots 


PRISTINA, Yugoslavia, Feb 2, 
(Reuter): The Yugoslav Army 
said today it was ready to use 
force to prevent civil war, by cru- 
shing ethnic Albanian riots that 
have killed around 30 people in 
Kosovo province. 

Local media said Kosovo was 
on the verge of civil war and 
President JanezDrncvsek fiewin 
for crisis talks after nine days of 
fierce clashes between police and 
ethnic Albanians demanding 
political reforms in the Serbian- 
controlled region. 

"The Y ugoslav People's Army 


is ready and capable at all times 
of carrying out its constitutional 
duty to defend the sovereignty of 
the country, social order, the life 
and property of citizens,” 
Deputy Defence Minister Stane 
Brovet told the Federal Assem- 
bly, or parliament. 

"There will be no breaking up 
of Yugoslavia in any way, no 
violent takeover of power, nor 
will we permit a civil war in the 
country ... the intentions (of the 
ethnic Albanians) must be 
prevented by all means available 
and even by force," he said. 


SRINAGAR, Feb 2, (Agencies): At 
least (bur people were killed and nine 
injured today when paramilitary 
police fired on demonstrators in 
troubled Kashmir, where India is try- 
ing to stamp out a Muslim secession- 
ist movement 

Paramilitary police in the town of 
Sopore, 50 Ion (30 miles) from Srin- 
agar, fired into a stone-throwing 
crowd, lolling four persons on the 
spot and sending six others to the 
hospital with bullet wounds, police 
and hospital sources said.

Singh's statements, made at a 
government function in the eastern 
city of Calcutta, were the prime mini- 
ster's first public remarks on possible 
hostilities between the two countries. 

India and Pakistan have gone to 
war three times since they were par- 
titioned in 1947 on gaining indepen- 
dence from Britain. Two of the wars 
have been over Kashmir, a region 
claimed by Pakistan 
The latest death in Srinagar 
brought to at least 73 the number of 
people killed since the Indian govern- 
ment crackdown began Jan 20. Most 
of the victims have been Muslim 
protestere killed in armed clashes 
with security forces. 

Today, the relaxation of a round- 
the-clock curfew was limited to six 
hours beginning at 5 am (2330 GMT 
Thursday), apparently in anticipa- 
tion of the Friday Muslim holiday, 
which has become a weekly flash- 
point for militant violence. The last 
few days the curfew was relaxed from 
5 am to 5 pm. 

Iu the past, mosque loudspeakers 
have broadcast speeches exhorting 
Muslims to battle security forces in 
their campaign to achieve indepen- 
dence from mostly Hindu India. No 
broadcasts were beard today. 

Police said militants and 
paramilitary federal troops exchan- 
ged gunfire in the old district of Srin- 
agar. 

Gov. Jagmohan, said a Hindu 
businessman, Satish Tikku, was shot 
in tiie head by two unidentified gun- 
men at his Srinagar home. 

Police sources, speaking on condi- 
tion of anonymity, said Tikku proba- 
bly was killed because the militants 
suspected him o^being a police infor- 
mer — and not because he was a 
Hindu. 

But Jagmohan, a Hindu, ordered 
increased security in the predomin- 
antly Hindu Jammu region of the 
state to prevent retaliatory attacks 
on Muslims, a government source 
said. Jammu, the winter capital of the 
>»1S0 kilometres (95 miles) 
south ofSrmagir. the predominantly 
Muslim summer capital and centre of 
the separatist movement.

COLOMBO, Feb 2, (Reuter): Tamil separatist 
guerrillas today began releasing more than 30 
Muslims abducted over the past four days from 
tension-gripped Eastern Province, residents and 
.rebel sources said. 

They said the release followed a peace meeting 
yesterday called by Higher Education Minister 
Shahul Hameed, who is chairing a government- 
appointed committee to restore peace among the 


warring Tamil and Muslim groups. 

At the meeting, attended by leaders of the 
Muslim comm unity and Tikts 1 representatives, “it 
was a greed that all parties shall desiat from violence 


forthwith and release all persons in their custody,” 
a government statement said. 

A political bureau member of the Liberation 
Tigers ofTamU Eelam, YogaratBam Yogi, said the 
men were seized because they tod weapons and 
knives. 

He denied accusations by the Muslima Congress, 
a political party, that sozne of its members hadbeen 
killed and others were harassed by the Tigers. 

A Congress spokesman said 14 opposition 
political parties made a joint appeal to Resident 
Ranasfnghe Premadasa yesterday to prevent the

PASADENA, California, Feb 2, (AP): A sophis- 
ticated radio receiver soon to be installed in Argen- 
tina will help scientists scan the whole universe as 
they expand their search for signals from intelligent 
aliens in space. 

“One of the fundamental questions that has faced 
the human species throughout history is, ‘Are we 
alone? ... what is our place in the cosmosT’ said 
Lotus Friedman, executive director of the non- 
profitplanetary society. 

Tim Lynch, the group's programme director, 
called the search for extraterrestrials “almost 
spiritual because if we find there is another civilisa- 
tion somewhere else, it's evidence this planet can 
survive as well” 


The planetary society — a Pasadena-based group 
that advocates space exploration — raised S 1 50.000 
from its 125,000 members in 70 countries to pay for 
the high-tech radio signal analyser, named Mega- 
channel Extraterrestrial Assay 11. 

Meta 11, the size of two large refrigerator, will be 
flown to Argentina's Institute of Radioastroaomy 
in two to three weeks, said Thomas Mcdooough, 
who co-ordinates the planetary society's part of the 
worldwide search for extraterrestrial intelligence 
programme known as Seti. 

Two Argentine engineers have been building the 
device at the Harvard-SmiLhsonian Oak Ridge 
observatory in Harvard, Massachusetts, west of 
Boston. 



Since 1985, thesociety's identical Meta receiver at 
the observatory has scanned the space visible from 
the northern hemisphere seeking a radio signal from 
an alien civilisation. 

Steven Spielberg, director of the film “E.T.. the 
Extra-Terrestrial," donated SI 00,000 for the first 
Meta project. 

Since 1960s, astronomers have conducted more 
than 50 separate but mostlv limited searches for any 
radio waves that may have been imeniionalW 
beamed into space by extraterrestrials. 

Almost all previous searches listened to space 
visible from the northern hemisphese, with onlv 
brief, partial scans of southern hemisphere skies 
from Australia and the Argentine institute. located 


in a park 30 milts <48 kmsl southeast of Buenos 
Aires. 

Meta 11 tests will sun in June after the S.4 million- 
channel receiver is hooked to one of the institute's 
two dish-shaped. 98-foot-wide (30- met re- wide) 
radiotelescope antennas. 

By its dedication on Oct 12 - the holiday com- 
memorating Christopher Columbus’ discovery of 
the new- world in 1 492 — the device will spend at least 
12 hours daily for three or more years listening Iot 
signs that humanity is not alone.

“This is the 
toughest and saddest day of my 
professional life.” 

Going offtheaxr by April 1 will 
be the Turkish, Greek, Sloven- 
ian, Lao, Uzbek and Swahili 
services. The 57 employees of 
those services will lose their jobs. 

Elimination of the six services 
will save VOA S2.9 million, 
officials said. 

r VOA, which has been provid- 
ing news and entertainment to 
muttons of listeners since 1942, 
has bees grappling with budget 
cuts for several years. Since 1 987 
it has laid off more than 200 
people, shut down five bureaus in 
. the United States and abroad, 
and eliminated hundreds of 
radio hours jn various languages. 

“If we don’t get budget relief. 


more cuts could be possible,” 
said Carlson. 

Carlson said VOA and its 
parent, the US Information 
Agency, had decided that 
“amputation" of several services 
was preferable to “dismember- 
menr* of broadcast departments 
across the board. 

The selection of the services to 
be ettminated was made in accor- 
dance with a list of priorities that 
takes into account the 
geopolitical importance of the 
targeted countries and the 
availability of other foreign 
media there. 

Radio Free Europe, the US- 
funded Munich-based radio net- 
work that broadcasts only to 
Eastern Europe, has an Uzbek 
'service. The British Broadcast- 
ing Corporation broadcasts in 
Slovenian, as well as in Greek 
and Turkish. Laos, a landlocked, 
impoverished communist coun- 
try, is the only one of the six 
which does not receive foreign 
language broadcasts. 

“This will cripple our efforts at 
a time of unprecedented change 
and opportunity," Carlson said. 
He praised the employees for hel- 
ping fan the winds of revolution 
blowing throughout the world.

Male-like fat 
more suspect 

Breast cancer 


TAMPA. Fla, Feb 2, (Reuter): 
Women with male-like fat 
distribution over their stomachs 
and abdomens are six limes more 
likely to develop breast cancer 
than those with traditional 
female fat deposits on their hips 
and thighs, a new study said yes- 
terday . 


“We have found that women 
with male body fat patterns are a 
segment of obese women who 
appear to be at significantly 
higher risk for developing breast 
cancer," said Dr David Schapira, 
a University of South Florida 
researcher who directed the 
study. 

“In other words, it’s not how- 
much fat you have on your body, 
but where you have it.” 

The findings of the eight- 
month study of 648 women were 
published yesterday in “The 
Annals of Internal Medicine,’* a 
scientific journal. 

Schapira said the findings of 
this study did not imply female 
body builders were at greater risk 
of contracting cancer. 


' 'The women this study applies 
to have skinny rear ends and 
skinny liltielegs, and their weight 
is on their tummy. And that’s 
more like die traditional male 
body pattern." he said. 

“Women who are thinner who 
have their fat over their 
abdomens are at greater risk than 
heavier women who have it local- 
ised over their buttocks.'’ 

Schapira and his research 
team compared a group of 216 
newly diagnosed breast cancer 
patients with another group or 
432 women. 

They measured fat deposits at 
specified body sites and found 
that breast-cancer patients had 
significantly greater deposits of 
upper body fat in several key 
body sites, and greater waist-to- 
hip and abdomen-to- thigh com- 
parison ratios. 

American doctors may have 
found a way to identify women 
with early breast cancer who are 
likely to suffer a recurrence — a 
discovery that will help them 
make belter treatment decisions.

LONDON, Feb 2, (Reuter): Documents 
about the killing of Russia’s royal family in 
1918, including a telegram sent to the K remlin 
confirming they had been shot, are going on 
sale in London. 

Auctioneers Sotheby’s said yesterday “The 
Romanovs: Documents and Photographs" 
were expected to fetch between £300,000 and 
500,000 (S500,000 and 840,000) at the April 5 
sale. 

Among the items going under the hammer 
will be evidence compiled by a Nicolai Sok- 


olov, an investigator appointed to examine 
the Romanovs' deaths by White Russian 
armies after they captured Ekaterinburg 
where Tsar Nicholas II and his immediate 
family were killed by revolutionaries. 

. Sokolov documented details of what hap- 
pened to the Romanovs. He was believed to 
have taken the papers out of the country so 
they would not fall into the hands of the Red 
Army. 

The whereabouts of the documents 
remained a mystery until last year when they 


turned up at Sotheby’s. The auctioneers said 
the papers were brought to them by a niece of 
Prince Orlov, a Russian emigre who inherited 
the archive on Sokolov’s death in the 1920s. 

She knew of the existence in a bank vault of 
what her uncle had called his ’dynamite 
papers' but had no idea what they were. 

Among the papers was a coded telegram to 
theKremttnsenton 1 7th July, 191 8, the day of 
the execution of the imperial family 10 mon- 
tits after the Bolshevik revolution which top- 
pled the Romanov dynasty.

US coast guard finds no drugs 


NEW YORK, Feb 2, (AP): 
Scientists say they have created 
what appear to be the most 
potent substances yet studied for 
stopping the Aids virus from 
reproducing, based on test-tube 
results. 

The class of compounds 
apparently sabotages a process 
involving a virus enzyme called 
reverse transcriptase, the scient- 
ists said. 

The compounds have notyet 
been tested on humans for effec- 
tiveness, but one of the substan- 
ces was tried on six healthy men 
who tolerated without major side 
effects, the researchers reported 
in Thursday’s issue of the British 
journal Nature. 

The scientists are from the ' 
Rega Institute for Medical 
Research in Leuven, Belgium, 
and the Janssen Research Foun- 
dation in Beerse, Belgium, and in 
Spring House, Pennsylvania. 

They conducted laboratory 
studies of compounds called tibo 
derivatives. In their testa, the 
compounds inhibited reproduc- 
tion of the Acquired Immune 
Deficiency Syndrome virus at 
concentrations that were 10,000 
to 100,000 times lower than what 
would kill cells. 

That compares to concentra- 
tions of 100 tunes to 10,000 times 
lower than a cell-killing dose 
required by AZT, the only 
approved drug for treating Aids, 
and the experimental drugs 
dideoxycytitune and dideoxym- 
osine, foe researchers said.

AZT. made by Burroughs 
Wellcome Co„ is the only US- 
goveramem approved drug that 
combats the Aids virus directly. 
It is being used by more than 
40,000 people in foe United 
States.

THE Australian cane toad, (shown above), an ugly and 
unloved pest whose less endearing habits Include drown- 
ing Its mate, may have something good to give the world 
after all. 

Plans are underway to expert the cane toad's venom to 
China, where a pharmaceutical company wants to offer It 
as a cure for a wkie variety of ailments. 

'Toad venom is already used in Chinese traditional 
medicine end we're sending them off a sample as soon as 
we can to find out whether cane toad venom is suitable," 
aata Greg Step man, chairman oi the toad eradication 
committee of Brisbane City council. 

Robert Endean, associate prolessor of Zoology at foe 
University of Queensland, said it was entirely feasible that 
cane toad venom could have medical application* 


"Many of the toxins associated with toads have a power- 
ful effect on body processes, but they can also be highly 
dangerous," Endearr said. 

"You could end up killing yourself quite easily," he 
added. 

The cane toad will eat any animal it can swallow. To 
prevent Itself from meeting the same fate. It carries bulbous 
sacs of highly toxic bufotenine which can kin a mammal 
such as a dog within five minutes. 

The venom also causes humans excruciating pain and 
in soma cases temporarily blindness. 

Some Australians boll the creatures and drink the water 
or dry and smoke toad akin to gain an hallucinogenic high 
from the toxin. To date there have been no reported 
deaths. (Reuter wirephoto).

In both sexes, higher consum- 
ption of butter and margarine 
was associated with increased 
blood pressure and increased 
blood-cholesterol levels, the 
study said, though foe associa- 
tions were statistically sig- 
nificant only in men. The resear- 
chers noted that margarine is 
typically made from unsaturated 
fats chemically altered, or 
hydrogenated, to be firm at room 
temperature and thus resemble 
saturated fats. 

In both sexes, higher consum- 
ption of butter and margarine 
was associated with significantly 
higher levels of blood sugar, 
researchers said. 

Whether elevated blood sugar 
levels — like high blood-choles- 
terol or blood pressure — play a 
role in heart disease is nndear 
and is under the intensive study, 
Trevisan said in a telephone 
interview Thursday.

This is not a 
good sign." 

British Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher said in a 
statement she attached "great 
importance to President Bush's 
assurance that the new figure will 
be a floor and that no more 
reductions are envisaged." 

“This will ensure a continued 
strong American presence in 
Europe," the statement said. 

Thatcher aides said Bush tele- 
phoned her Saturday to discuss 
•the proposal. “We indicated our 
support," the statement said. 

Bush, in his Stale of the Union 
message Wednesday, proposed 
that Washington and Moscow 
cut troop levels in Central 


Europe to 195,000 on each side 
— below the 275,000 figure being 
negotiated at talks in Vienna. 

The United States has 305,000 
troops in Central Europe, and 
the Soviet Union has 565,000. 
Another 30,000 US troops in 


Britain and Southern Europe 3re 
excluded from the Bush 
proposal. 

A US official has said Bush 
sent Lawrence Eagleburger, his 
deputy secretary of state, and 
Robert Gates, the deputy 
national security adviser, to 
present his plan to the leaders of 
Britain, France.

Bush then 
called Soviet President Mikhail 
Gorbachev to inform him of the 
proposal. 

In West Germany, where most 
of the US troops are deployed.

The caution expressed by 
Britain underlined anxieties 
about the prospect of all US 
troops leaving in the face of pos- 
sible German reunification. 

Manfred Woemer. secretary- 
general of the 16-nation North 
Atlantic Treaty Organisation, 
said in Brussels the European 
allies offered their "broad sup- 
port in principle.” 

Woerner said the Bush plan 
was consistent with US promises 
“to maintain significant military 
forces in Europe as necessary to 
alliance security." 

In Paris, French Foreign Min- 
ister Roland Dumas called the 
proposal “an important step on 
the road to disarmament. ... Bush 


set an objective that takes into 
account at the same time 
Europeans' deMre for disar- 
mament and their security con- 
cerns." 

Some smaller West European 
nations followed Thatcher's 
basically cautious line. 

Last week, Belgium said it was 
considering pulling us troops out 
of West Germany because of the 
demise of hardline communist 
leaderships in countries across 
Eastern Europe. 

Dutch Foreign Minister Hans 
van Den Broek considered a cut- 
back to 195.000 troops to be the 
"minimum level" needed. Dutch 
television reported. 

A Dutch Foreign Ministry 
statement said the proposed 
reductions were "feasible" 
because of the developments in 
Eastern Europe, but stressed the 
Soviets must match the US with- 
drawals. 

Norway's Foreign Minister. 
Kjell Magne Bondevik. said in a 
radio interview that "the 
presence of US troops in Europe 
is still needed. We don't see it as a 
problem if their presence would 
be at a lower level than now .” 

Bush's proposal won prompt 
and bipartisan praise in Con- 
gress Wednesday as an overdue 
move that can benefit both 
superpowers.

Angola claims capture of rebel stronghold: Unita denies 


LISBON. Feb 2, (Reuter): The Angolan 
Army said today it had captured the south- 
eastern rebel stronghold of Mavinga in some 
of the fiercest fighting in the country’s 1 5-year 
civil war, l he Portuguese news agency Lusa 
said. 


Lusa quoted a military source as saying 
there were thousands of casualties from both 


sides when government troops overran the 
Unita-held town on Wednesday. 

Unita (National Union for the Total 
Independence of Angola) officials in Lisbon 
were unavailable for immediate comment. 

Unita officials in Lisbon contacted later 
reported heavy fighting overnight in the 
region but denied that the town had fallen. 


They said that as of this morning, govern- 
ment troops were still 30 km (20 miles) from 
Mavinga. 

Unita leader Jonas Savimbi broke off a 
European tour oq Wednesday to lead his men 
m battle and upon his return to Angola 
announced an all-out offensive against the 
Cuban-backed military. 


At best, the ruling party can 
only expect to retam a simple 
majority in the lower house after 
the February 1 S elections, accor- 
ding to political analysis. It 
previously held 294 of the 512 
lower-house seats. 

The official two-week cam- 
paign starts on Saturday. Kaifu 
has said he will step down if the 
LDP fails to muster a majority 
including Conservative indepen- 
dents. 

Billed as the first of its kind 
since 1960, the three-hour debate 
at the National Press Club was 
relatively tame. 

Kaifu, Japan Socialist Party 
(JSP) chairwoman Takako Doi 
and the other three party leaders 
made their points to a master of 
ceremonies, not each other. 
None ventured from their strict 
party platforms. 

’There was nothing new in 


their remarks. 1 was expecting a 
fight-like, heated discussion,” 
said one commentator who 
attended the session. 

The debate was aired live on 
four of five national networks 
and is to be re-ran on prime-time 
evening news. 

Housewives and company 
workers, polled randomly in 
their homes or on the street, 
directed the sharpest criticism at 
the opposition parties. 

“Voters are concerned about 
many current-day problems, but 
the opposition just kept attack- 
ing the LDP and hyping on the 
same old issues,” said Emiko 
Oshima, a young nurse 
employed in a Tokyo dune. 

“The opposition politicians 
didn't explain- what they'll do 
after the election, and that’s a 
major concern,” said 30-year- 
old housewife Ky oko Kusakabe. 

Only eight per cent of 300 
viewers polled by the private net- 
work Tokyo broadcasting sys- 
tem sard the debate made them 
change their minds about whom 
to vote for.

LONPON, Feb 2, (AP): Newly discovered 
documents about an operation to discredit the 
Irish Republican Army in the 1970s contain no 
evidence of a smear campaign against British 
politicians.

For years, Thatcher has denied allegations by 
former aimy press officer Colin Wallace of a 
dirty tricks campaign against the Irish 
Republican Army and. some politicians. 


On Wednesday, she acknowledged in a letter 
to Conservative Party lawmaker that her 
statements had been based on false information 
from civil servants. British ministers are Forbid- 
den to examine papers of former administra- 
tions and must rely on facts given to them by 
civil servants. 

Her letter was released one day after her 
government confirmed the existence of a con- 
vert operation code-named “Clockwork 
Orange** to feed lies to journalists reporting 


from Northern Ireland, where the IRA is fight- 
ing to end British rule. 

Thatcher and Defence Secretary Tom King 
both repeated yesterday that the new 
documents unearthed in the bureaucracy 
provide no evidence the campaign was extended 
to discredit politicians.

SOFIA. Feb Z (Agencies): Bul- 
garia's struggling communists 
picked reformer Alexander Lflov 
as the ruling party’snew leader at 
the end of an e m ergency party 
congress today, replacing Petar 
Mladenov who was in office for 
only 12 weeks. 

lilov, 56, was one of several 
reformers tipped to take over the 
party helm from Mladenov, who 
ousted veteran TodorZhivkov in 
November as the Warsaw Pact’s 
smallest state joined in the wave 
of revolution cleaning out' Eas- 
tern Europe’s old guard. 

Bulgaria has plunged into 
political chaos since Zhivkov's 
downfall and the crisis was com- 
pounded this Thursday when the 
government of Prime Minister 
Georgj Atanasov resigned amid 
threats of a general strike by the 
free trade union Podkrepa. - 
The government threw in its 
cards after failing to woo the bur- 
geoning opposition into a coali- 
tion to see this impoverished 
country of nine million people 
through free elections in May, 
the first in four decades of com- 
munist rule. 

Lilov was elected by the party 
congress to head the supreme 
council, the party’s new leading 
body. Mladenov, ’ reformer 
Andrei Lukanov and Defence 
Minister Dobri Dzhurov will 
serve as his deputies ip the coun- 
cil's inner leadership. 

Mladenov, S3, is expected to 
stay on as Bulgaria’s head of 
state, a post which Zhivkov also 
held. 

Lilov's appointment may dear 
the way for the technocrat Luk- 
anov to be appointed prime mini- 
ster at a forthcoming session of 
Parliament. Lukanov had also 
been tipped for the party job. 

Immediately after his election, 
Lilov told the congress that he 
would forge closer co-operation 
with the Agrarian Party, which 
was formerly dominated by the 
communists but which has 
struck out independently in 
recent months. 

Since Zhivkov fell into dis- 
grace for misrule and corruption,

Dbca,62 — stared attire judges, 
showing no emotion as the verdict 
was read.

Tudor Postdmcu, 59, bowed Ins 
bead, as be bad through much of 
tire five-day triaL 
Bobu, Postdmco and Manescn 
saM they would appeal, bntDinca 
4oM the judge he would not. Man- 
escn, while saying he was guilty, 
had asked for a lesser sentence 
than the others, contending he had 
no part in the crackdown on 
demonstrators. 

The four Potitburo members 
admitted they backed Ceanses- 
cn’s orders to shoot the demon- 
strators and did nothing to end his 
dictatorship. But all denied they 
gave direct orders to pot down the 
protests. 

The military prosecutor, CoL 
Anrel Cosma, urged the judges to 
imprison aO four for life “on 
behalf of the thousands of victims, 
of orphans, children, men, women 
and brave military men who were 
loOed” in the revolution. 

Ceausescn and his wife, Elena, 

I fled Bucharest by helicopter on 
I Dec 22 as demonstrators neared 
- the Communist Party Central 
Committee, headquarters. They 
were arrested, convicted of gen- 
ocide and routing the nation's 
economy in a secret, summary 
triaL and executed on Dec 25. 

The. National Salvation Front, 
which took power daring the 
revolution, abolished the death 
penalty, and made life in prison 
the maximum penalty. 

On Thursday tire prosecution 
demanded that tire defendants be 
convicted of a more severe crime 
— “co-authorship to genocide.” 
Prosecutor CoL Anrd Cosma. 
said at the end of the fourth day of 
testimony before a military 
tribunal that the defendants 
should be hdd more directly res- 
ponsible for tire killings.

THE acting director general of Kuwait Zakat 
House Abdul Qader Al Ajeel has said that the house 
has witnessed high-level development in its various 
activities during the year 1989. 

Though the house provides assistance to charita- 
ble projects abroad, priority is accorded to projects 
ofacharitabk nature within the StateofKuwait and 
alms are distributed according to the Islamic sharia, 
Ajeel said. 

Quoting from statistics, the official said that dur- 
ing 1989, a total of 91 1 needy families were provided 
monetary assista n ce totalling KD60 1,737. A further 
amount of KD1,1997 was disbursed to 6,1S6 
families on a one-time grant basis. Further, 156 
families were the recipients of non-profitable loans 
valued at KD248.000.262. The house also provided 
donations valued al KD49,000 to families of prison- 
ers. 

Ajeel pointed out that the house has achieved 
commendable success in training many needy 
families to be self-reliant by providing them training 
in various fields. A total offivc training courses were 
imparted to women last year. Financial support was 
also extended towards the support of 15 Zakat 
committees of mosques and total donations were 
valued at KD 180,000. The house also gave dona- 
tions of KD 123,000 for a number of local societies 
and organisations to carry out services for the 
society. 

During last Ramadan, 3,333 needy families ben- 
efitted from the Zakat Al Fitr by way of large 
quantities of rice, meat and milk powder.

A local daily visited Farwa- 
r.ija in order to shed light on 
residents opinions and sugges- 
tions aimed at urging officials to 
address the area’s shortcomings. 

Nader Karam, said that unfor- 
tunately cleaning trucks don’t 
comply with the tones of garbage 
removal. Most of Farwaniya 

area have stacks of garbage. 

He stressed that despite the 
fact that the area is highly 
populated, organisation is ladl- 
ing. Farwaniya police station is 
not fully oriented and does not 
provide residents with services 
required. Many have 

been reported related to distur- 
bances. but officials have yet to 
take any action.

Doctors at the dime, 
are under pressure and therefore 
are liable to err in diagnosing 
patients, he indicated. 

Harmed Shaddad praised the 
level of cleanliness in Farwamya 
indicating that such results 
reflect the concerns put forward 
by Kuwait Municipality and 
officials. He stated that. Farwan- 
iya Co-operative Society enjoys 
many services and offers con- 
sumers good prices. He said that 
police officers are fully oriented 
towards preserving security and 
safety at the area. Therefore he 
considered Farwaniya to be one 
the beautiful areas in Kuwait 
which shows the government 
attention towards providing 
residents with comfort and 
security. 

Moemcn Al Muslem stated 


that he is currently residing in 
plot number one in Farwaruaya 
and praised the level of deanfi- 
pess.

• IF your employer has agreed to your proceeding on leave, you 
can go on holiday. If your employers are leaving, it would be 
advisable to find a new sponsor. Before your present employer 
leaves the country, he must give you a release paper, menti onin g 
'the name of the new sponsor. Ibis is necessary so that the 
authorities have knowledge about the person you would be 
working for. If this can't be done, then you must cancel your

If this can be arranged, 
then you can complete the transfer or residence formalities, go on 
vacation (with your new sponsor's permission) and return to the 
country.

THE six month rule applies to everyone, (regardless of age), 
holding a valid residence permit in Kuwait. And this rule must be 
followed. As your son is studying m India, you can obtain 
permission for Him to stay outside the country for more than six 
months. This can be done by applying to the immigration 
authorities, submitting documentary evidence from his school. 

In most cases, a permission is given to students. 

In case the visa expires, it would be advisable to bring the chfld 
on a visit visa and then complete the residence Formalities after 
‘ his arrival. A Kuwaiti embassy cannot renew the residence. This 
' has to be done by the immigration department in Kuwait.

Joint Arab women’s 
centre to be set up 
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MINISTER of Electricity and 
Water, Dr Hraoud Al Rqobah 
has indicated that the ministry 
will execute a number of plans to 
develop the ministry's adminis- 
trative and technical depart- 
ments. He added that a new sys- 
tem for immediate collection of 
fees and other bills will be 
approved by the ministry to 
streamline these services. He said 
that one of the ministry's future 
ambitions is to provide aU con- 
sumers with clear water, in addi- 
tion to implementing a number 
of outside projects for the 
interest of citizens in Kuwait. 

In an interview. Dr Rqobah 
pointed out that the ministry has 
prepared plans for the trainingof 
Kuwaiti man power. The plans 
also cover the implementation of 
comprehensive materials man- 
agement system and interface 
with financial and technical sys- 
tems, in addition to completing 
the costing system and preparing 
technical programmes to 
upgrade ministry administrative 
and technical departments. 

With respect to the immediate 
bills collection system which was 
recently approved by the minis- 
try, Rqobah said that the system 
aims at developing the part con- 
nected with the bills payments 
system measurements specially 
those related to average consum- 
ption. Necessary measures were 
made to enable the ministry and 
its offices at different areas to 
obtain special data for consumer 
payments at accredited local 
banks or ministry offices. He 
stressed that the new system will 
save time and effort and is con- 
sidered to be a root solution for 
some pre-existing problems. 

Power failures 
Regarding, measures taken by 
the ministry with respect to 
avoiding any repetitions of 
power disconnection and failure, 
the minister said it is only h uman 
nature to commit mistakes stres- 


sing that the ministry is working 
hard to avoid repeating the same 
problems. 

On solving the problem of red 
water, he indicated that the min- 
istry conducted several studies, 
to prevent this problem. 
Implementing the recommenda- 
tions has been put into cfTect by 
operating the first treatment unit 
at Shuwaikh station which will 
feed areas located between the 
First and Third Ring Roads in 
addition to Kuwait City. The 
minister pointed out that results 
obtained from the unit have been 
commendable. 

Answering on the issue of the 
ministry continuing to depend 
on water tankers to transfer 
water in several areas around 
Kuwait, he stated that the minis- 
try has completed a number of 
projects in connecting water net- 
works to most areas. He added 
that applying this method 
depends totally on the landlords 
of residential buildings. 

The ministry in March 1989 
signed the Baghdad meeting 
minutes which facilitates the 
implementation of bringing 
water from Shatt Al Arab 
project, Rqobah said. He added 
that the tender of the project will 
be put forward for contractors at 
the end of this year. He stressed 
that water which will be brought 
from Shatt Al Arab will only be 
for agricultural use, adding that 
household water will be drawn 
from the Euphrates. 

On the other hand. Under- 
secretary of the Ministry of Elec- 
tricity and Water, Abdullah 
Mohammed Al Mnayes announ- 
ced that special treatment unit is 
currently operating at Shuwaikh 
station to overcome the problem 
of red water. He added that the 
ministry has signed two con- 
tracts for the treatment of water 
produced at Doha and Zour sta- 
tions. He stressed that the 
problem of red water will end in 


1992 with the operation of the'? 
two projects. 

Mnayes pointed out that » atcr 
produced from sea water is con- 
sidered to be the main source rf 
fresh water in Kuwait after 
adding to its specific rales o. 
brackish water in order for it to. 
gain taste and to raise its sal: 
contents which is important tor 
the human body. He added that 
the ministry has conducted 
several studies to avoid the 
problem of rust. 

Computerisation 
Meanwhile, Assistant Under- 
secretary for Consumers Affairs 
at the Ministry of Electricity and 
Water.

estimated at KD2S.000 adding 
that co-operation between the 
ministry and the Ministry of 
Communication and the Minis- 
try of Planning is under way to 
provide these computer termin- 
als at aU control divisions.

Kuwaiti shot by wife, 
still in coma at hospital 


A KUWAITI national was shot by bis wife recently , 
a local daily reported. 

The victim is currently lying in a coma at the Al 
Razi Hospital and according to sources, the victim 
could not be interrogated by the police due to 
complete paralysis as a result of the bullet resting in 
his head. 

However, the sources said that there had been 
continual problems between the wife and the hus- 
band and the wife who holds a licensed pistol is 
alleged to have shot the victim when he was asleep. 

Investigations are in progress, though no details 
have been released.

Arab,” said Interior Minister 
Banham Silpa-Archa. 

He said police were sparing no 
efforts to find the killers. 

Pohee were set to distribute ; 
sketches of the two gunmen, 
believed to be one Arabian and 
one Thai, based on descriptions 
by witnesses. But there were few 
other clues for police to go on. 

“There were no warnings or 
intimidation before the murders 
- took place." said Lt Col Pibul 
Bangtamai. police chief in the 
area where the killings took 
place. 

Banham said the murders may 
be related to the killing in Jan- 
uary last year of Saudi Third 
Secretary Abullah Al Malik. 
Police have concluded that mur- 
der -was sparked by a conflict 
between the embassy official and 
Tbai labour broken over visas 
for Thai workers. 


Police arrested a professional 
gunman last June in connection 
with the killing, but the suspect 
has denied any involvement. 

The 6.35mm pistol used in the 
murder of Al Malik was the same 
type as used in Thursday's mur- 
ders. 

Banham said police were also 
investigating the possibility that 
the killing may be linked to an 
international conflict, but he did 
not elaborate. 

Police sources said they susp- 
ected that political conflicts bet- 
ween Saudi Arabia and Iran 
could be the cause of the shoot- 
ing. 

Pibul said a number of local 
policemen and special branch 
forces have been sent to ensure 
the safety of Saudi diplomats’ 
families and their embassy in 
Bangkok.

So we 
have to work very bard to assist 
our women in the Arab world,” 
he said. 

Unique 

He said this project (centre), 
unique in its kind. Will start small 
but “it is a hope for our women to 
be trained as leaders. We need 
women leaders,” the prince said. 

It is still unknown where the 
centre wifi be located. Jordan, 
Tunisia, Egypt, Bahrain and the 
Emirates are possibilities but it 
all depends on who will provide 
more facilities, he said. 

The project is estimated to cost 
approximately USS3 million 
over four years. 

The final phases of the project 
were discussed earlier in the day 
by Prince Talal and heads of the 
co-funders.

Pursuing a dream 


Aoun stops 
at nothing 

BEIRUT,(Reuter): Michel Aoun has shown three times in the past year 
that whatever the risks, whatever the casualties, he will stop at no thing 
to achieve his dream for Lebanon. 

Many Christians see the stocky army general as a Quixotic figure, an 
honest soldier, a man of his word, operating in the shark's pool of 
Lebanese politics. 

To his opponents however, Aoun is the biggest shark in the pool, a 
naive soldier whose blunt methods have brought nothing but blood- 
shed. 

He has battled M uslim milit ias, the Syrian Army and twice sought to 
destroy his Christian rival S amir Geagea, who opposes the general's 
methods for restoring Lebanon’s sovereignty ana ridding the country 
of Syrians and other foreign influences. j 

Aoun, 54, sparked the worst inter-Christian fighting in 14 years of 1 
civil war with a demand that Geagea’ s 10,000-strong Lebanese Forces 
(LF) mih'tia surrender its weapons and disband. 

Aoun was angered because the LF provided only half-hearted 
military backing during his six-month artillery battle — the general 
’ called it a “war of liberation" — against Syrian and Muslim foes last 
year. 

The dispute worsened whim Geagea refused to go along with Aoun's 
rejection of an Arab-brokered peace plan. 

Money has been the other catalyst for the fighting. Last February, 
when Christian fighting cost 60 lives, and this week Aoun was atempt- 
ing to end the LPs taxation of the Christians. 

Strapped for cash since Syrian-backed President Mas Hirawi stop- 
ped the Central Bank payrolling his army units, Aoun turned to the 
LFs sophisticated revenue collecting. 

Aoun needs the money to pay his men. 

“We are sorry for what is happening but there is no way back," the 
gregarious general said at his shell-shattered headquarters at Baabda in 
the pine-dad hills overlooking east Beirut 
Aoun, who always appears in public in crumpled, ill-fitting mflitaiy 
fatigues and is reputed to sleep with a pistol under his pillow, sees his 
army as the last untainted champion of the country's sovereignty. 

Aoun refuses to accept Hirawi & authority and order stripping him of 
the command of Lebanon's Armed Forces. 

He believes it is the duty of the people to back his anny . 

With typical boldness, he put his popularity to the test last year by 
calling on Christians to inarch on his headquarters. 

The crowds came in their tens of thousands. 

It is too early to see whether his undoubted popularity in east Beirut 
has survived the latest bloodletting which distressed many Christians. 

Equally important for Aoun's survival, he has held the respect ofhis 
army units. In a country where allegiances can be fickle, the general’s 
15.000 men, who indude 3,000 Muslims, have remained highly 
motivated and loyal, mflitaiy experts say . 

Aoun received his first taste of political power when outgoing

‘New era’ proclaimed 


WASHINGTON, (UPI): President 
Bush, in his first Stale of the Union 
address, proclaimed a “new era" in 
the affairs of the world but not in the 
affairs of the republic. 

Bush talked Wednesday of a new 
world to come in which America 
“stands at the centre of a widening 
circle of freedom — today, tomorrow 
and into the next century’ 'and 
backed that vision with specific 
recommendations. 


Colonel Andrew Duncan of the International 
Institute for Strategic Studies in London said the 
new proposal should appeal to all parties. 

“It will enable the Russians to be softer on the 
Hungarians and Czechoslovaks, (the US) Congress 
should approve because it reduces US commitments 
overseas, and the E uropeans will say if it is done in 
the context of CFE, that will suit them," he said. 

The Bush plan drew an initial favourable response 
both from Nato, whose Secretary-General Manfred

KABUL, (Reuter): Afghanistan’s warring 
groups are revamping their political image. 

The aim is to make them more acceptable at 
home and abroad. The groups want to attract 
more supporters for a trial of strength on the 
battlefiela or proposed elections in a post-war 


year ago. Bush offered “my hand” to 
the Congress in a spirit of bipaitisiui 
co-operation.

‘Dirty deal’: Arab League 

TUNIS, Feb 2, (Agencies): The Palestine Liberation Organisation (PLO) failed to extract substantial 
concessions from the Soviet Union during initial talks on the mass exodus of Soviet Jews to Israel, PLO 
offices said yesterday. - 

Soviet envoy Gennady Tarasov met PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat on Wednesday after Arafat returned 
from a brief visit to Morocco, they said. 

“The Soviet Union said it was against settling the Jews in the occupied territories and that the Jews should 


have the right to choose where they go,” a PLO spokesman said. 

Asked if there was progress on the PLO’s demands for practical measun 
spokesman said they were still discussing the principles behind the exodus. 


iractical measures to slow down the exodus, the 


"Practically speaking, ibis should 
be discussed with the United States,” 
he said. “It's they who have dosed 
the door (for immigration to the 
United States) and who give Israel 
the means to settle them.” 

Arafat asked the Soviet Union to 
arrange for Soviet Jews to make 
“stopovers” in Europe so they can 
decide whether they want to emigrate 
to Israel or elsewhere. PLO sources 
said. 

However, the sources denied 
reports that the PLO suggested that 
Jews leaving the Soviet Union be 
placed in transit camps in Europe. 

The Hungarian state airline Maiev 
has agreed in principle to Hy 
thousands of Soviet Jews from Mos- 
cow to Td Aviv but implementation 
of the airlift hinges on Soviet 
approval aviation sources said. 

Israel newspaper reports today 
quoted Moscow radio’s Hebrew-lan- 
guage broadcasts as calling Arab 
protests “an artificial storm” and 
saying the Soviet Union would not 
restrict Jewish emigration.

WASHINGTON, Fdb 2, (Agencies): P re si dent George Bush will press for cuts 
of op to 10 per cent in foreign aid to Israel, Egypt and other major recipients, a 
senior administration official said. 

The official, who spoke to Reuters on condition that he not be identified, said 
the adm ini s tration had decided to tackle one of congress’ sacred cows head-on 
— the system under which more than 85 per cent of the US aid budget was 
earmarked in advance for specific countries. 

“Would we support and axgue for and try to get a five percent slash across the 
board or 10 per cent? Yes, you betyour life. And would that mean money from 
Egypt and Israel? Yes, it would,” the official said 

He dismissed the idea that the Israefi economy would be badly damaged by a 
five per cent aid cut. 

“Do yon really think if you took SI 50 millon out of S3 billion for Israel that it 
would mean the end of errilisatioa as we know it?” he asked

Six killed, 122 
hurt in 
Kabul blast 

ISLAMABAD, Feb 2, (Agen- 
cies): A car bomb exploded on 
Wednesday in a busy area of the 
Afghan capital of Kabul, killing 
at least six people, wounding 122 
and causing extensive destruc- 
tion, offidalKabul Radio said. 

The radio blamed the 
explosion on “extremists”, the 
government's team for US- 
backed rebels based in Pakistan 
fighting an 11-year-old war 
against the pro-Soviet Afghan 
regime. 

The Pasth o-language broad- 
cast said the bomb, placed in a 
parked car, exploded on Wed- 
nesday morning in a crowded 
district in the centre of the city. It 
said the blast left six people dead, 
122 wounded and damaged or 
destroyed many nearby vehicles 
and bmldings. 

It was the first major bombing 
reported by the government in 
several months in Kabul, where 
resistance leaders say they have 
large numbers of infiltrators. 
Hundreds have died in rebel 
rocket attacks m the capital since 
last summer. 

Kabul Radio also said a 
tribunal, sentenced two 
“extremists” to death for a bom- 
bing in Kabul last year that IriDed 

one person and wounded several 
others.

Ahmad , a 43-year-old deric, spoke of 
his father's vision of permanent struggle 
against oppression and godlessness. 

“Some people say that if America does 
not bother us, we will have nothing a gain st 
it But the bTiam (Khomeini) never had 
doubts about fighting oppressors. 

“If we hesitate, America will strike at us. 
Our people must be ready for an intense 
struggle with America. Otherwise, it will 
destroy us,” he said. 

“Those who speak of compromise with 


the West are not in the Imam's line. We are 
followers of the Imam only when we stand 
up to the East and the West” 

Ahmad was Khomeini’s chief aide 
before the death of the revolutionary 
leader last June 3 following cancer surgery .

By Intisar Abd Al-Salam 
THE decoupage art has many 
defmitions.-.The first says that 
this art is applied to revive fur- 
niture and tobroadcast beauty in 
the pieces scattered around the 
house. The decoupagp art puts 
these aspects to any home any 
repainting and redecorating 
pieces starting from a match box 
up to the biggest furniture item 
which your eyes fall onto each 
time you are inside your house. 
This art indudes all other arts 
which are almost similar to iL 
The second definition of the 
decoupage is looked at by its 
exact traditional meaning, as the 
art which applied paper arts 
including drawing, cutting 
colouring of paper and attaching 
it to different furniture and 
decoration items. 

Maha Halwani Ouda Allah 
came to know all about this art 
and mastered it by applying full 
potential- Currently , she is teach- 
ing thi* art at the Islamic Care 
Society and in addition to that 
she masters drawing on silk and 
glass pieces and likes reading his- 
tory books particularly books 
containing the biography of 
popular personalities. 

Al Seyassa newspaper intervi- 
ewed hex in order to obtain more 
knowledge on this art which was 
originally used by Pheonidans 
ana is currently widely spread in 
Kuwait. 

Maha said that initially she 
heard about it as an art and felt 
that she was attracted to it and 
wanting to Jeam more about it 
She took lessons on Decoupage 
from Watfi Abdul Hadi and foll- 
owed up by travelling to Egypt to 
attend courses on this particular 
art. By that time, she was even 
more interested in expanding her 
knowledge into iL 

Maha said that the Decoupage 
art requires constant follow-up 
because it is a wide and never 
ending sea of knowledge. She 
indicated that this type of art 
requires continuous practical 
training which generates and 
enhances an individual is dis- 
covery spirits. Maha stressed 
that creativity will not be 
achieved unless it is combined 
with discovery. 

With respect to Maha is his- 
torical background on the 
Decoupage art, she stated that 
she only has little to mention. 
Pheonidans came to know and 
apply the Decoupage art in the 
17th century. This art was then 
transferred to the Italians and the 
French in the eighteenth and nin- 
teenth centuries . Americans used

the name decoupage is a new title 
for this art, Maha said. She 
added Arabs practised 
decoupaged but, did not look at 
its as an art.

FRANKFURT, Feb 2, (Reuter): 
Frenzied foreign buying, stoked by 
algos German unification is gening 
closer to reality, pushed West Ger- 
man share prices to an aft-time high 
today, traders said. 

The Dax index of 30 leading West 
German shares rose Z2 per cent in 
the first half hour of bourse trading 
to exceed the previous high of 
1,876.23 readied on January 3. 

Overseas boy orders continued to 
push prices higher and at tbedose the 
Dax index had gained 52.59 points, 
or 2.8 per cent, to end at a record 
1,910.67. It rose more than 35 points 
on Thursday. 

“Foreign buyers are making this 
market,” one trader said. 

Traders said overseas interest had 
been a driving force since the begin- 
ning of the year as investors flooded 
into the market on a belief that West 
Germany's economy would be one of 
the main beneficiaries of the liberal- 
isation of Eastern Europe. 

The positive news of the pastweek. 
culminating in comments by East 
German Prime Minister Hans 
Modrow, had inspired investors to 
resume buying with renewed enth- 
usiasm. 

.Earlier this week Modrow spoke 
out in favour of the eventual reun- 
ification of the two Gerroanys. On 
Thursday he unveiled a four-step 
plan for a united, neutral Germany. 

The rush to invest in German 
securities was supported earlier in the 
week by news mat well capitalised 
Japanese securities houses had recen- 
tly formed several “Germany” funds 
and were preparing to set up more 
such investment vehicles. 

Currency dealers in Tokyo have 
said the yen has been falling against 
the mark parly because oT the invest- 
ment wave. They said the portfolio 
funds being set up from late January 
to February could total up to some 
200 billion yen. 

One Frankfurt share trader said 
domestic buyers were jumping into 
the market on every new rumour that 
a major foreign address was buying 
orp reparing to buy. 

A share trader said at least one 
major US brokerage firm was 
believed to be aiming at increasing 
the amount of German stocks in its 
international investment portfolios 
to five percent. 

Other rumours point to the pos- 
sibility that major London houses 
win begin concerted buying some 
time next week. 

But the trader said strong gains 
were bound to lead to a correction. 
“We're telling clients interested in 
good short-term gains to get out of

Opec feels the pinch as oil demand rises 


LONDON. Feb 2. (Reuter): Opec, 
once the richest organisation in history, 
says it does not have enough money to 
produce the extra oil that the world 
may need in years to come. 

The oil industry faces the prospect of 
colossal investment to meet a predicted 
nse in demand as the world economy 
expands. The most likely result for fac- 
tory owner and car driver alike is higher 
prices, 

“Sooner or later there will be an 
almighty crunch,” said GeofTPyne, an 
energy economist with London-based 
finance house UBS Phillips and Drew. 
“Demand is going ap. Refining 
capacity is not. Expect higher prices.” 

In the latest surprise, the Organisa- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(Opec) anounced it is short of the 
money which it will need to expand its 
capacity to produce crude ofl. 


An ageing world tanker fleet is also 
duefor renewal, at up to S80 million for 
a new ship. Many of the West's dated 
and accident-prone oil refineries need 
revamping. 

The Industry, however, remains 
wary of sizeable long term investment 
for fear that, as has happened before, 
the predicted rise in oil demand may 
prove fickle. 

Some industry executives say 
privately that they cannot wholly dis- 
count a risk that governments may act 
later in the 1990s to curb ml demand 
from environmental reasons by slap- 
ping higher taxes ou petroleum. And oil 
prices are volatile. 

The industry's quandary follows the 
Opec price shocks of the 1970s which 
depressed demand, created a glut and 
led to weaker prices in the mid-1980s. 
Those discouraged investment. Opec 


oil wells rusted in. Companies shut 
many refineries or curtailed spending 
on those which they kept open. 

Stimulated by weaker prices and 
global economic expansion, demand is 
now back where it was before tiie glut. 
But the crude oil output of the biggest 
producers, the Soviet Union and 
United States is sliding, so that buyers 
must increasingly go to Opec. 

Subroto of Indonesia, Opec 
secretary-general, says the group will 
have to expand its capacity to pump oil 
from 26 or 27 million barrels per day 
now to 32 million by decade-end. 

He puis the cost of doing that at 560 
billion or one- tenth of Opec annual 
revenues. 

“External sources of finance will 
have to be added to Opec revenues. And 
this investment must be made now,** he 
said on a recent visit to Tokyo. 


Japan. With great wealth but totally 
reliant on imported oil, is viewed by 
Opec nations as a potential partner — 
Saudi Arabian Oil Minister Hisham 
Nazer was another recent visitor. 

Saudi Arabia islooking for joint ven- 
tures which would admit it to a hith- 
erto-protected “d owns ir earn" refining 
and marketing end of the business in 
Japan, according to Japanese sources. 

“I think Japan will put up some 
money,’’ said GeoiTPyne. “They would 
be buying a degree of energy security 
and you have to remember that the 
alternative might be higher prices." 

Japan's Arabian Oil Company 
already produces a tiny quantity oY 
Saudi crude under a concession cover- 
ing a neutral zone which the Saudis 
share with Kuwait. 

The Gulf Arab states, also including 
Kuwait and Iraq, control some 65 per 


cens of world oil reserves and will be 
called on to meet most extra demand in 
the 1990s. according to such officials as 
Iraqi Oil Minister Issam Abdul-Rahim 
A1 Chalabi. . 

Thatposes a problem for consumers, 
since U S and other Western refiners are 
short of plant — so-called upgraded or 
conversion capacity — to process Mid- 
dle East crude oils. 

Most of these are ‘"sour"’ grades. 
They contain more sulphur which must 
be removed to meet tightening environ- 
mental rules and yield less petrol, unless 
specially treated, than scarcer "sweet" 
or light oils from Texas. Africa and the 
North Sea. 

“Few new refineries are being built 
anywhere in the world today and none 
at ail in the US and Europe." according 
to Paul Mlotok who follows oil for 


Morgan Stanley and Co. Inc. 

"A world-scale refinery could cost 52 
billion and, even if the money were 
available, environmental concerns 
would prohibit construction in most 
industrial nations.” 

One to nation have spent upwards of 
$4.5 billion — on upgrading its refin- 
eries has been Kuwait which produces a 
sour variety or crude oil. 

The pacesetting Kuwaitis are now 
turning their attention to their tanker 
fleet, announcing plans to build 1 1 new 
vessels in a belief tnat it makes sense to 
get orders in fast. 

The chairman of the Kuwait Oil Tan- 
ker Company, Abdel Fattah A1 Badr. 
says (here is now a world-wide surplus 
of oil about 40 ships. With yards 
booked up for two to three years ahead, 
he says that rising oil production will 
drive up freight rates. 


Crisis deepens 


Kuwait hotels 
suffer setback 


KUWAIT, Feb X (Kuna): Hotel 
industry in Kuwait has been suf- 
fering from serious economic dif- 
ficulties that substantially con- 
tributed to drop in revenues and 
led to big losses in the past 
decade, a senior hotel official dis- 
closed here today. 

The chairman of Hotels 
Owners Union Ghazi Fahd Al 
Nafissi, interviewed by Kuna 
said the crisis dates back to 1980 
and was a direct result of the Gulf 
war between Iraq and Iran and 
its ensuing negative effects. 

He emphasised that luxury 
hotels were forced to reduce 
accommodation rates per room 


to an average of KD12 to 15 per 
night from about KD30 before 
the year 1980 a matter that led to 
huge decrease m gross profits. 

A1 Nafissi pointed out that the 
union, aware of the problem and 
acknowledging the fact that 
hotels cannot afford to meet 
basic costs of rendering their 
service, has prepared studies and 
necessary proposals for resolv- 
ing the crisis and submitted them 
to concerned governmental 
bodies to adopt appropriate 
remedy. 

He said the crisis went beyond 
imagination and under pressure 


of growing hardship, the union in 
1983 shouldered the respon- 
sibility of protecting its members 
and reached an agreement 
ampng all hotels on a mi nimum 
rate per room by which aD mem- 
bers were expected to abide by its 
rules to stabilise prices. 

The official noted, however, 
the average minimum rate 
agreed upon was less than prices 
before 1980 and some members 
cheated and did not commit 
themselves to the agreement, 
thus creating chaos regarding 
rates that brought prices down to 
only between KD7 to 10 per 
room a day. 


Such rate, A1 Nafissi said, 
could not enable hotels even to 
meet operating expenditures or 
rising prices in this connection. 
He said hotels were also incapa- 
ble of making any new extension 
or renovational works to 
promote services. 

Proposing solution to the 
problem, A1 Nafissi said concer- 
ned bodies should stop issuing 
licences for opening new hotels 
and that all buildings exploited 
as furnished and hired flats 
should be closed down because, 
in one way or other they were 
catering activities pertaining to 
hotels.

ISTANBUL, Feb 2. (Reuter): Three 
men were arrested in Istanbul yester- 
day on charges of issuing bogus 
shares in Cukurova Ekktrik as elec- 
tricity company, a bellwether stock 
on Istanbul’s booming stock 
exchange. 

Police said they were suspected of 
printing about 300,000 C afce shares 
worth some 10 billon lira ($4.3 
million) in Ankara and supplying 
them to the market since October. 

Cukurova Elektrik is the second 
most-activdy traded share on the 
Istanbul Exchange, which has 
enjoyed an extended bull run since it 
was opened fully to foreign buyers in 
August 1989. 

Exchange officials^ said inter- 
mediary financial institutions who 
had traded in the fake shares during 
the last five days would be liable to 
pay back to investors who bought 
them. 

Some bankers feared the scandal 
could have wider implications as the 
bogus shares were well printed and 
difficult to detect.

MEXICO CITY, Feb 2, (Reuter): Mexico signs what is 
being btQed as l and m a r k debt accord with its cotnmermal 
creditors on Sunday but critics say the pact will not defuse 
the lime bomb of economic crisis ricking beneath the 
country's economy. 

The agreement, the first under the so-called Brady plan 
proposed last March 10 by US Treasury secretary 
Nicholas Brady, providesabout $3.8 billion in annual debt 
relief over the nextfour years, according to official govern- 
ment figures. 

The Brady plan sought for the first time to use ofidal 
finance, mostly from the World Bank and the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund, to encourage a reduction in 
commercial bank debt of highly indebted nations which 
have agreed to economic reform. 

it changes the emphasis of international debt strategy 
away from new bank lending towards easing the debt 
burden. 

Independent analysts say $3 .8 billion is barely enough to 
tide the country over white it seeks new foreign investment 
and coaxes back capital that has fled 1 since the debt crisis 
and faltering confidence in the economy emerged in 1982. 

The pact cuts Mexico's $48 billion of medium and long 
term debt by $7 billion and trims debt services by S2_2 


billion in 1990, $1.5 billion yearly thereafter. 

it also provides $1 -5 billion in new loans over the next 
three years but falls far short of credits Mexico expected. 

President Carlos Salinas de Gortari has tried to use the 
pact to restore confidence in Mexico by saying it marks the 
beginning of the end of the debt crisis. But many analysts 
say it is Httle more than breathing space on a long, uphill 
road to recovery. 

“The debt still represents a major burden on the Mex- 
ican economy ... Mexico will most likely have to return to 
the negotiating table at some point, it may be in five or 10 
years," said economist Jonathan Heath ofM aero Asesoria 
bcoaonrica- 

Health, like other private sector analysts, expressed 
concern over estimates that Mexico registered a $5.5 
billion current account deficit last year.

Strike lifted 

Air traffic controllers return to work 

MANILA, Feb 2, (UPl): Striking air traffic 
controllers, threatened with dismissal under 
presidential emergency powers. returned to work 
today after a 24-hour walkout that disrupted 
domestic and international flights. 1 

The 280-member Air Traffic Controllers’ 

Union said Lhe decision to return lo work was 
made after negotiations that lasted until mid- 
night Thursday with transportation and com- 
munia lions secretary Oscar Orb us. 

"Yes. he threatened to fire us, 1 ’ union spokes- 
man Arnold Abad said in an interview with radio 
station Damn. 

The government's granting of some conces- 
sions also was a factor in the union's lifting of the 
strike, Abad said. Orbus promised to grant 
demands for pay raises and adjustments in the 
recently promulgated wage standardisation law 
that in effect demoted senior controllers' ratings, 
he said. 

Abad said controllers in the Philippines 
receive an average of S227 a month, far below 
international rates. “We understand our econ- 
omic situation, and they said they would try to do 


something about it," he said. 

President Corazon Aquino is empowered 
under the national emergency powers act to 
ordera swift end to strikes affecting vital services. 

The act was passed by the Congress after a 
bloody coup attempt Dec 1-9 and was promul- 
gated to ease the impact of the uprising, the sixth 
and most serious attempt to oust Aquino in her 
nearly four years as president 

The one-day strike effectively grounded 
domestic services at the country's 43 airports. It 
did not affect international flights during the 
day, but operations at Manila's international 
airport suspended in the evening. 

"We’re back to normal now," Philippine 
Airlines spokesman Rolando Estabilio said 
today-. 

The strike was the second by the Air Traffic 
Controllers in four months. The controllers went 
on strike Oct 7, paralyzing domestic and inter- 
national flights, but returned to work seven 
hours later after Aquino promised to look into 
their complaints. 


Third largest 
tanker fleet 

NICOSIA, Feb 2, (Reuter): Iqu 
says it has the third largest tanker 
fleet in the world foflowing the 
recommissioning of vessels 
attacked by Iraq daring the Gulf 
war. 

Managing director of the 
National Iranian Tanker Com- 
pany Mohammad Soori was 
quoted by the Iranian news agency 
Inm as saying Iran owned 28 tank- 
era and 32 other ships, supported 
by 35 chartered tankers and 34 
non-tanker charter vessels. 

Iron, received in Nicosia on 
Thursday, quoted Souri as saying 
that in the year ending March 20, 
1989, the fleet carried 92 nuffiou 
tonnes of cargo. 

He said Iraq attacked Iranian 
tankers 134 times between 1982 
and 1988 — the Gulf war began in 
September, 1980 — and that 26 
war-damaged ships had rejoined 
the fleet since a ceasefire came 
into force in August, 1988. 

Souri said that in the but four 
years of the war a total of 2J5 
billion barrebof crude and refined 
oil was shifted to what he termed 
secure areas and delivered to 
buyers. 

Dming the war Iran shuttled cal 
from its besieged Kharg island ter- 
minal at the head of the Gulf to a 
number of mother ships mowed in 
safer areas at the month of the 
strategic waterway.

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Few firms likely to dominate Eurodefence industry 


LONDON, Feb 2, (Reuter): By storm and by 
stealth, the companies that make Western 
Europe’s military hardware are changing shape 
and defence industry watchers estimate that by 
the year 2000 just two or three groups will 
dominate production. 

By then they will have enough muscle to 
tackle the biggest projects, bolstered by enough 
civilian work to cushion them against any 
defence cuts that may emerge from easing 
global tension. 

Hostile bids, share stake acquisitions and 
joint ventures have already built up the posi- 
tions of half a dozen Western European com- 
panies in recent years in the aerospace and 
electronics sectors. 

“You have got to be big to win, and you have 
got to have a diverse range of products." said 
Nick Cook, aviation editor of the authoritative 
British -based Jane’s Defence Weekly . 

General Electric Co Pic of Britain has swept 


through British defence electronics. Last week it 
agreed to buy the radar operations of heavily 
indebted Ferranti international Pic for G10 
million ($522 million). 

This strengthened GECs hand in European 
defence electronics, giving it a near monopoly in 
UK airborne radar. 

Six months before GEC realised a 10-year 
ambition by carving up British defence elec- 
tronics group Plessey with West Germany's 
Siemens AG after a hard fought bid battle. The 
final price for Plessey was £1.7 billion ($2.9 
billion). 

British Aerospace Pic (BAE) said on Tuesday 
it would go ahead with its Eurodynamics joint 
venture with state-controlled French giant 
Thomson-CSF. 

The venture will be Europe's largest missile 
contractor, with annual sales of £1.4 billion 
($2.3$ billion). Thomson, which had considered 
taking over both to Ferranti and Plessey, is 


GECs major rival in European defence elec- 
tronics. 

"Thomson appears hungry for acquisitions 
in Europe," said Chris Tucker, electronics 
analyst at brokers Kitkat and Aitken, 

Underlying the frenzied pace of develop- 
ments are the rising costs and complexity of 
arms projects and the expectation that they 
must meet West European requirements for at 
least two decades, probably much more with 
extended life programmes. 

“The big projects all seem to have matured at 
the same time,* Cook said. 

The $37 billion European Fighter Aircraft 
(EFA) for Britain, West Germany, Italy and 
Spain illustrates the poor outlook for new 
orders once present projects are under way. 

“The next big (warplane) business after EFA 
will be the Tornado replacement, from about 
2010,** Sash Tusa, aerospace shares analyst at 
brokers Robert Fleming Securities said in 


reference to another West European joint 
project now in service. 

Industry sources see this compounded by 
fears of cuts in programmes because of percep- 
tions of a declining military threat from the 
Soviet-led Warsaw Pact bloc. 

All West Germany’s main political parties 
plan to review purchases of the European figh- 
ter after national elections in December. A 
German cancellation could sink the whole 
project. ^ 

“There is a worse than even chance of EFA 
going into production," said Jane's Cook. 

He added that, while multi-nation projects 
spread costs, they also increase the risk of 
undermining the economics when one partner 
pulls out for political or financial reasons. 

Thus, a strong leg in civilian sales and not 
being too dependent on any one project 
cushions the impact if programmes are can- 
celled.

Dealers said the high tax on new 
cars would have a domino aiTect 
down into the used-car market. 

Many owners who had advertised 
their second-hand cars for sale in the 
newspapers on Wednesday withdrew 
their oners. 

“The government is making cars 
an investment,” said one dealer. 

Other motor vehicles were even 
harder hit by the tax hike. 

The registration fee for new 
motorcycles rose to 1,005 dollars 
(S502J50) from five dollars (S230) 
and Tor tans and goods vehicles to 
5,01 5dollars{S2,507) from 15 dollars 
(S7.50). 


BAHRAIN, Feb 2, (Reuter): Saudi 
Arabia plans to launch the first elec- 
tronic share tiMihig system in the Gulf 
in a move which bankers say will 
revolutionise its infant market and 
attract many new investors. 

Analysts said yesterday the introduc- 
tion of the Saudi Securities Automated 
Information System (Sais) in April 
would speed up share dealing for 55 
listed companies, provide accurate 
pricing and enable small investors to 
compete with wealthy ones. 

It would also eliminate the need for a 
trading floor while transforming the 
kingdom's cumbersome telephone and 
telex market into a state-of-the-art 
Older execution system similar to those 


now operating in Tokyo, Paris and 
Toronto, they said. 

“The main objective is to unify the 
market by having all transactions take 
place in an environment where 
everyone knows the volumes of shares 
available and the right prices,” a mem- 
ber of the Consulting Centre for Fin- 
ance and Investment said. 

“People will havemore confidence in 
the market and in the prices they’re 
getting for their shares ... this should in 
turn improve willingness of investors to 
buy and sell,” he said. 

Share trading in Saudi Arabia 
boomed in 1989, with the official index 
breaking 100 for the first time last 
October. 


But analysts said less than three per 
cent of total shares available were 
actually traded and prices in many 
cases did not reflect the real value of 
stock. 

Bankers said the present trading 
setup put small investors at a disadvan- 
tage because accurate pricing informa- 
tion was not readily available. 

Under present rules by the Saudi 
Arabian Monetary Agency (Sama), 
traders must go to a bank with a bid or 
offer and the banker involved then tele- 
phones around for a matching quote. 

Deals can take up to two months to 
complete and daily prices quoted in the 
newspapers are generaly a week old. 


In practice, unofficial brokers speed 
up, but also dominate, the system by 
taking most of the business directly 
from large investors and then going to 
the banks. 

Prices can fluctuate widely on 


newly formed A3 Rajhi Banking and 
Investment Corporation skyrocketed 

to around 800 riyals per share from 100 
six months after they began trading last 

February. 

“The go vernment wants to stop big 


investors and brokers from driving the

MANILA. Feb 2, (Reuter): Manila may have 
to scale down some of the economic goals 
agreed upon wilh tbe International Monetary 
Fund because of a shortfall in new foreign 
loans this year, ouigoingccniral-bank Gover- 
nor Jose Fernandez said yesterday. 

He told reportere Philippine officials would 
discuss possible revision of the targets with an 
IMF review mission arriving here in March. 

“We will discuss that. No doubt, no 
doubt,” he said. 

The Philippines earlier said it wanted to 
raise SI billion in new money from commer- 
cial banks but officials now expected only 
"anywhere between $700 and 750 million. 

Manila had earlier scaled down its growth 
projects to between five and six per cent tins 
year from the 6. 5 per cent after a failed coup in 
December, the sixth and most serious attempt 
to overthrow President Corazon Aquino. 

The other targets Manila had committed 
itself to in exchange for an IMF financial 
package of over SI NUioo are gross reserves of 


S4.04 billion by the end of 1990. a current- 
account deficit of S 1 .4 billion, exports of S8.9 
billion and imports of 1 1.4 billion. 

Finance Secretary Jesus Estanislao earlier 
said a recent tour had raised commitments to 
a Philippine loan package of only SI 00 
million, for a total of 61 1 million. 

"This is lower than I would have wanted to 
see because I want the Philippine economy to 
grow much faster," Estanislao told reporters 
on Wednesday. 

“But at the same time I realise now that 
there is very little new money for medium and 
long-term purposes coming from the com- 
mercial banks in the international markets,** 
he added. 

The Philippines will sign an agreement in 
Tokyo on February 16 for the new loans, to be 
backed by the issue of 15-year bonds on the 
Luxembourg market. 

Fernandez, who will retire next month after 
a six-year stint as central bank governor, said 
gross reserves targets would surely be revised 


because of Manila's failure to raise the target- 
led new commercial borrowings. 

He did not say what the new projections 
would be, adding that the total amount of 
fresh loans committed by banks had yet to be 
finalised.

WASHINGTON. (UPlr. Shortly aftcT a baby- 
bursts into the world, a doctor takes a half-teas p- 
oon of the newborn's blood and ships it off for IS 
years of refrigerated storage in a genetic “bank." 
The scene is not science fiction. 

It could happen now. 

Many parents will soon have to decide whether 
banked genetic material should replace heel 
prints and baby bracelets as the defmiu ve form of 
child identification. 

Lifebank Inc., an affiliate of Lifecodes Corp..a 
Valhalla, New York, a leading proponent of 
DNA ‘'fingerprinting** has just established what 
it calls “the world's first private DNA identity 
storage centre." 

DNA or deoxyribonucleic add is the genetic 
material that makes up our chromosomes and 
bears the blueprint for all life. 

With advertisements in parents and American 
baby magazines. Lifebank views its main market 
as the parents of children under age 10, par- 
ticularly newborns. “Lifebank provides parents 
with the secure knowledge that at any time in the 
future, they can identify their child." said Walter 
Fredericks, the firm’s ipresidenL 
But the American Civil Liberties Union and a 
leading pediatrician warn genetic banking could 
open a Pandora's box. 

At tiw very least, genetic banks appear to be a 
waste of money, critics say, and at the worst, 
children’s genetic information could fall into the 

wrong hands. 

“What this is doing is playing on parents' fears 
and anxieties,", said Dr Gerald Gilchrist, chair- 
man of pediatrics at the Mayo Clinic in Roche- 
ster, Minnesota. 

Given the extremely low odds of a baby being 
swapped with another or being kidnapped by a 


stranger. Gilchrist said he would rather parents 
spend money on books or other necessities for 
their children than on genetic banking. 

It costs S200 for collection of one blood sample 
and IS years of storage at lifebank. That payment 
does not indude the approximately S630 expense 
of actually comparing the sample's DNA pattern 
with another sample should an identity question 
arise, said Karen Wcxler. Lifcbank's technical 
services manager. 

Wexler said Lifcbauk’s drying and refrigera- 
tion techniques "guarantee 'an 18-year DNA 
stability" for the blood samples, and would be 
difficult to duplicate at home, 

If done properly, DNA typing or '‘fingerprint- 
ing'’ compares the genetic material from two 
sources. 3nd if their chemical patterns match, 
estimates she chance of such a match occuring by 
chance. Wesler said her firm believes its chance of 
wrongly matching one person’s DNA with 
another individual's is “one in a billion." 

Bui many scientists think DNA fingerprinting 
is far less reliable. And some judges have recently 
refused to allow DNA “evidence" in criminal 
trials. 

Laboratory mistakes. Eke contamination, mis- 
labeling and erroneous “readings" of DNA pat- 
terns, can create mix ups that could devastate 
Eves. Lack of knowledge about genetic patterns 
among ethnic or geographic groups that tend to 
intermarry, as well as the ability or DNA patterns 
to “bend" are other reasons genetic typing should 
be used with caution. 

Janlori Goldman, an ACLU lawyer specialis- 
ing in privacy and technology issues, said. “I 
would tell parents to give this a lot of careful 
thought — that this may be more of a gimmick 
than it is a help.” 


Goldman emphasised a DNA print is not the 
same as a fingerprint because it tells far more 
about a person than just identity. DNA sampling 
can be used to determine risk of developing cer- 
tain diseases, like cystic fibrosis, or to link a 
person to a crime by hair, blood or semen found at 
the scene. 

"I don't think we should really be moving 
forward m getting DNA prims on infants if we 
don't know- how- that informaion will be used 
later." Goldman said. 

Lifebank officials said only parents or legal 
guardians of a child will have access to a genetic , 
sample, which will be labelled with a secret code, 
not a name. And if anyone else, like law- enfor- 
cement officials or insurance companies, tires to 
obtain the sample. “Lifebank will go to court to 
protect the confidentiality" Wextar said. 

In addition to children, Lifebank also 
promotes ns banks as a way of storing DNA 
samples of people at high-risk for disfiguring 
accidents, such as airline pilots and soldiers. Such 
samples could help identity bodies or the critically- 
injured following a disaster like an airplane crash, 
the company said. 

Although Lifebank has not exact projections of 
expected sales, Wexler said, “we estimate the 
potential to be a billion dollar opportunity." 

The ACLU’s Goldman commented, ’’they arc 
capitalising on people's fear. It’s an expensive 
technique and this profit-making organisation is 
trying to get doctors to sell it to people." 

Under the Lifebank plan, alt blood collections 
must take place at a hospital or doctor's oiTice. 

The ACLU's current position is that DNA 
fingerprinting should be used only when there is a 
person to believe the person being tested is a 
suspect in an ongoing criminal investigation.

McLaughlin initially appeared to be no one’s first choice and her slim 
two years in the House ofCommons was seen as a strike against her. But 
there was grudging praise for her varied and decidedly leftist back- 
ground, which one veteran party summed up as “a lot of life 
experience." 

An only child who grew up in the industrial city ofWindsor, Ontario, 
McLaughlin raised two children while helping her husband to manage 
a mink farjn in the province. 

In the 1960s McLaughlin and her Family moved to Ghana, where she 
—taught English to schoolchildren before returning to Canada and 
("becoming a social worker with the Children's Aid Society in Toronto. 
Shortly after divorcing her husband in 1 979, she packed up a pick-up 
truck and drive with her son and daughter to the rough and tumble 
town of Whitehorse in the Yukon territory. 

In 1987 she won a special federal by-election, taking the Yukon 
I district that Conservatives had held for years. She then won re-election 
1 in the 1988 general election. 

i Political analysts say that with the crumbling of communism in 
I Eastern Europe and the general questioning of socialist ideals, 
McLaughlin's toughest task will be to stake out new ground to unite the 
party and attract voters. 

"There is no clear vision of what a social democrat society should be 
like anymore,” said Fred Fletcher, a political scientist at Toronto’s 
York University. 

Bui McLaughlin has won early praise for her poise in the boisterous 
House , of Commons and is promising to be an articulate critic of 
Mulroney. 

She is a staunch critic of the year-old free trade deal with the United 
States and speaks out on women's issues — on abortion she favours 
freedom of choice.

Written by two reporters for 
the Wall Street Journal, the book 
depicts investment bankers and 
corporate executives jousting for 
a piece of the record -set ting deal . 

**We made a concerted' effort 
to write a book that would let 
people understand what some of 
the craziness was about.” saki 
Bryan Burroughs, who wrote 
“Barbarians At the Gate” with 
John Helyar. 

Lewis, whostudied at the Lon- 
don School of Economics, said in 
remarks released by his publi- 
sher: “People on Wall Street 
lived |n a suspended state of self- 
intoxication. They stood on top 
of desks and shuted, “I am a 
God.” 

“Liar's Poker'* is part of a 
recent rash or books and films 
taking a critical view of capital- 
ism in the 1980s. 

These included Tom Wolfe's 
“Bonfire of the Vanities." a fic- 
tonal account of a corrupt bond 
trader, and “Roger and Me," a 
film about the impact of General 
Motors's decision to lay off 
thousands of workers at its fac- 
tory in Flint, Michigan. 

“What's new is that there has 
been a spate of books about Wall 
Street. Without exception, they 
have been quite critical," said 
Samuel Hayes, a professor of 
investment banking at Harvard 
Business School.” 

Hayes contends that main 
street’s view of Wall Street 1 tas 
hardened. Americans, while 
admiring entrepreneurs, retain a 
populist suspicion of concen- 
trated sources of power, he said. 

“The rash of mergers and 
acquisitions affected many peo- 
ple and made it appear that Wall 
Street had been joking thepublic 
around on a string,” he said. 
Insider-trading prosecutions 
fanned that suspicion, he added. 

Some or capitalism's excesses, 
like the extraordinary earnings 
oF “junk-bond" king Michael 
Milken, dismayed the public. 

“There are fonts on anything, 
and earnings that can be con- 
sidered a reward for laudable 
hard work and innovative think- 
ing at some point begin to look 
obscent," Hayes said. 

Steven Wassennan, executive 
editor at Doubleday, said books 
Kite “Liar’s Poker” and “Bar- 
barians At the Gate" are popular 
partly because Americans have 
tired of what they viewed as Wall 
Street's excesses. 

“There’s a sense that enough 
was enough," said Wassennan. 
“I don’t think human events can 
be cut into decades, but 1 do think 
that beginning with the arrest of 
Ivan Boesky. the Zeitgeist has 
shifted a little bit.” 

Boesky, a stock speculator, 
was indicted in 1986 for insider- 
trading, pleaded guilty and was 
sentenced to prison. 

Wassennan said "Liar’s 
Poker” and “Barbarians" are 
insiders' tales written with an 
anthropologist's attention to 
human , behaviour. "They 
examine the rituals in place 
behind America's closed doors,” 
he said. 

Todd Gitlin, professor of 
sociology at the University of 
California at Berkeley and a 
chronicler of Popular Culture, 
said two myths dominate the 
literature of American business.

Turkish film-maker sees‘Midnight Express’ as darkest hour 


HOLLYWOOD, (UP1): The worst 
thing to happen to T urkey since the fall 
of the Ottoman Empire was the movie 
"Midnight Express." 

The 1978 film dealing with a young, 
arrogant American dope smuggler 
incarcerated in prison depictedTurkey 
as the hellhole of the world, its 
inhabitants as sadistic murderers, its 
officials cruelly corrupt. 

Now comes a movie from Turkey, 
the first ever entered for consideration 
for an Academy Award for best 
foreign language film. 

. Titled “Don't Let Them Shoot the 
Kile," the story is seL alas, in aTurkisb 
prison, as was most of “Midnight 


Express.” 

This time, however, the prison is not 
a figment of Hollywood’s imagina- 
tion. Also, this time the director was 
not Alan Parker but Tunc Basaran, a 
distinguished Turkish filmmaker. 

Basaran, soft-spoken and gentle in 
nature, was accompanied to Holl- 
ywood recently by his wife, Jale, who 
was art directer of “Don't Let Them 
Shoot the Kite.” 

Their story deals with a 4-year-old 
boy who is imprisoned with his mother 
(a not uncommon practice in Turkey) 
and is befriended by another female 
inmate, a political prisoner. They form 
a touching bond. 


The picture has won awards in fes- 
tivals in Turkey, Montreal, Sweden, 
Greece and Portugal. 

“Midnight Express” was very terri- 
ble for our country,’' Basaran said. “It 
was a disaster for us. It portrayed 
Turkey and its 60 million citizens in a 
very bad light throughout the world. 

“There wasn’t a single Turk in the 
picture the a udience could sympathise 
with.” 

Basaran does not portray his native 
land as heaven, on earth, but he very 
much resented Parker’s treatment of 
Turkey, which he thinks was grossly 
unfair and misleading. 


Some 100 films a year are made in 
Turkey with budgets ranging up to 
5200,000. They are exhibited almost 
exclusively in Turkey, but the 
Basarans hope “Don’t Let Them 
Shoot the Kite” will find wider dis- 
tribution, including in the United 
States. 

Their picture manages to project 
some criticism of the Turkish govern- 
ment, which would not have been pos- 
sible in the recent past 

"It’s not uncommon these days for 
Turkish films to criticise the political 
4 system,” he said, “but essentially my 
film is a tender and unusual love story. 

“It would mean a great deal for the 


Turkish film industry if our picture is 
accepted in other countries. Our 
motion pictures are limited by our 
budgets. If I were given 51 million to 
make a picture, I would use the money 
to make four films. 

“Because financing is so difficult, 
our stories are limited to personal 
human relationships. It is too expen- 
sive to make action or adventure films 
that require large cities, elaborate sets 
and fancy costumes. 

“I believe our film depicts our peo- 
ple and customs in a fair and accurate 
light, but that was not the intention. 
The relationship between the boy and 


the woman is something that could 
take place in any country of the world. 

“It is not true in the United States, I 
understand, but in many countries a 
child bom of a woman prisoner con- 
tinues to live with his mother until she 
has served her sentence. It’s a terrible 
thing for a child.” 

Although “Midnight Express” was 
never distributed in Turkey, some 200 
American movies are exhibited in that 
nation annually. 

Because Turkey is a Muslim coun- 
try. it has traditionally observed more 
puritanical film standards than 
Europe or the United States, but 


attitudes are changing. 

"The Turkish people love Holl- 
ywood action ana adventure films” 
Basaran said,” and we like musicals 

too. We have grown more liberal when 

it comes to the sex, nudity and violence 
of American movies. Those elements 
were once heavily censored. Now only 

certain nude scenes are clipped out 

’‘There is more concern about such 
things in the villages where more cen- 
sorship^ exercised . In thecities, we see 
films without major censorship. 

“American films are subtitled in 
Turfash, which is helping Turkish 
leant English, and that is good”

Camera embedded in stumps

Coe loses last athletics battle of career

Saxby had to cope with a stone 
in her shoe, toothache and tired- 
ness after a poor night’s sleep and 
also survived a warning for not 
maintaining contract with the 
ground at aQ times.

STOCKHOLM, Feb 2, (Reuter): Defending 
champions the Netherlands were handed a 
comfortable-looking passage to the 1992 
European Championship finals today when 
they were drawn together with Portugal, 
Greece, Finland and Malta in the qualifying 
tournament's Group Six.

One and Five, particularly by Michel Platini 
and Franz Beckenbauer. 

In Group one, Spain face Czechoslovakia, 
France, Iceland and Albania. Spam's dashes 
with France, now managed by Platini, wfll 
recall their meeting in the European cham- 
pionship final of 1984 in Paris when, with 
Platini at his best as a player, the French won 
their first major soccer trophy. 

In Group Five, West Germany will face 
Belgium, whom they beat in the 1980 fmal in 
Rome, East Germany, Wales and Luxem- 
bourg. 

For Beckenbauer, thoughts of the 1974 
World Cup finals will be evoked by the pal rin g 

with East Germany , who were the only coun- 
try to beat the West German side hecaptained 
on its way to winning the Global trophy that 
year.

FEARS that a French air traffic controllers strike would jeopardise the 
start of next week's Malaysia International Air Race have been dispelled 
and the race wfll go ahead as planned. 

Flight controllers had threatened to walk out and declare a three-day 
strike to clash with the scheduled Feb 6 tflke-of of the longest air race in 
aviation history. 

But following the intervention of race organiser Bernard Lamy, the 
strike has been called off and the race will take off on Monday from the 
Paris suburb ofToussos-Ie-Nobk. 

The news was immediately welcomed by Qatari flyingace Sheikh Hamad 
Ali Jabor A1 Thani, one of the favourites for the 25,000 km event. “It is a 
‘great relief to know that all the months of preparations have not been I 
wasted,” be said. 

“If the start had been delayed then the planned stops would also have 
been affected. Once Bernard Lamy explained the importance and sig- 
nificance of the race, the French controllers agreed to delay their industrial 
action and let the event take place.” 

Sheikh Hamad, the first Arab pilot to fly single-handed around the 
world, will spend the next few days leading up to the race with his aircraft 
Dubai Victory, a Cessna 310 sponsored by Emirates, the international 
airline of the UAE 

“I have never flown this particular type of light aircraft before so it is 
important I get a good feel ofit before we set off from Paris to Malaysia,” he 
added. 

Accompanying Sheikh Hamad in the Paris-Langkawi-Paris race will be 
Saudi Arabian co-pilot Mohammed AJ Amir and British journalist Jim 
Gilchrist. All three members of the crew will meet up with the other 13 
competing teams in Paris ou Sunday (Feb4) for apre-race briefing with the 
organisers. 

“The main talking point is the weather,” said Sheikh Hamad 
“Obviously the recent storms in Europe have worried many of the pilots but 
we are hoping that the worst is over and that evrything wfll be firm come the 
day of the race. Howevr, you can never predict what is going to happen so it 
is important we are prepared for the unexpected”
